of Civti Macitrores. For fuppofing Words to 
be fpeken by cur saviour co his Apoftles, noi con. 
fidering them as the Patftors of Mers Souls bat as 
che often docs) touching them more gcenerali, as 
Chriftians, then they are to be fo taken and under- 
ftood, as that they may be applied to all, and not 
ro them only and their Succeffors in the Miniftry. 
And if the Anabapeifts Inference from hence 1s not 


allowed even by the Independents themielves ; with 


much lefs Probabilicy can they fron hence infer, that 
Chrift fhow'd here eltablifi an ever:afting Difference, 
not between Cirifians and Pagans, bur between the 
Spiritual Paftors and Civil Governors of ins, 
For how did the Apoftles themfelves obferve this Dit- 
ference, the Reercite ot whole Authority both in com- 


manding and controuling other Paftors, is fo clear 


from Scripture that no Glofs can darken ice? Bur 
the Truth is, our Saviour aimed at fomething higher 
than either the Anabapeifts or Independents feem to ob- 
ferve, He found that his Difciples had encercained 
the common Fancy of the Fews, that the Mcffias fhoud 
not only detiver the Srate of Ifrael from the Power 
of the Romans, bur alfo reign as King in the Throne 
of David with all fccular Pomp and Dignity, and 


make Fervfalem the Seat of an Univerfai Monarcry ; 


and under this Confiderarion they expected high Pre- 
ferments {rom him in his future Kingdom, and were 
ready.to quarrel among themfelves who fhould be 
the greatcit. undeceive them in this Conceit, our 
Saviour toid them, shat the Thoughes of thear Hearts 

eve vain, that they were not to louk for fuch Pre- 
fepments from his Hands, as the Kings of Nations 
beftow on their Atrendants, bat rhat their Reward was 
to be in Heaven, and on Earth their chief Honour 
muft be ic iuder Perfecution for his Name's Sake ; 
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thar Submiffion and Humiliry were fier for them 
here than fuck afpiring Thoughts ; and that the preat- 
eft among them wou'd give the truett Teft of their 
Greatnels by exceeding others\in Humility and Low- 
linefs of Mind.

corns. For the latter of Wrireis tays exer fly, 
that there are cerrain Mountains in the nicde cf 
India, the Paflage into which is very < ffl wir, where 
ate Abundance of Wild Beats, and among cih rs U- 
nicorns, which the Indians call Cartaz iom:, which are 
2s big as Horfes when grown to their ‘ull Srarure, 
Their Main and Hair is Yellow, ticir Feer ci ven, 
their Tail Ike thar of a Boar, and they have one 
Horn growing out berwixt their bye Brows, which 


is rough all over with Wrinkles, and ends in a very 


fharp Point. The Defcription Pliny gives docs not 
differ fron? this ; only he adds thefe farther Circum. 
ftances, that their Voice is like the lowing of Oxen, 
‘but {;mewhat more fhrill, and thar they are never 
taken alive. And what is [aid of them by latter 
Writers as Paulus Venctus, Aincas Sylvius, 
nus and others, does not much contradict bur ampli- 
fy wich more Circumftances the Defcription already 
given, And thefe being all pcfinve Tettimontes con- 
ccr: ing this Creature, they ought to ou:weigh what 
is jad by thofe that maintain the Negauve, fince 
ot a Negative of this Nature no Teftimony nor Proof 
can be given.
